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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 5, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 5, 1 1 and 12 recite that the heat treatment includes a chemical strengthening 
treatment. According to the applicant's specification, the heat treatment between washing steps 
is necessary to relax strains generated in the glass substrate during polishing and make the 
surface smoother. The inclusion of a chemical strengthening step would re-introduce strain to 
the surface of the glass substrate and a person of ordinary skill in the art would expect the 
benefits of heat treatment to be negated. See also the English language abstract of JP 2000- 
076652. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 8 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Takahashi et al (US 61 19483). The claimed 
products appear to be substantially identical to the products of Takahashi et al. No structural 
differences between the products is evident. 

8. Claims 1-7 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takahashi et al in view of Mitani et al (US 6550278). 

9. Takahashi et al taught methods of manufacturing glass substrates in which the substrates 
were polished, washed once with acid, heat treated in a liquid (chemically strengthened in a 
molten salt), and washed again in acid (see Example 14, especially steps (5), (6) and (8) found in 
col. 20, line 27 to col. 22, line 18). The acids claimed were taught by Takahashi et al. The 
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temperatures encountered during chemical strengthening of Takahashi et al were not presented in 
the same way as claimed. It is the position of the examiner that the temperatures claimed read on 
those disclosed in Takahashi et al absent some showing that the strengthening of Takahashi et al 
was materially different from the claimed strengthening treatments. 
10. Takahashi et al did not teach washing steps using an acid solution and then using an 
alkali solution. Mitani et al taught methods of washing glass substrates with acids and then with 
alkali solutions containing an alkaline constituent, a surface active agent and a chelating agent 
(see col. 4, line 15 to col. 5, line 62). It would have been obvious to use the acid and alkali 
washing method of Mitani et al in each of the washing steps of Takahashi et al because Mitani et 
al taught that preferential dissolution was inherent in acid cleaning (col. 4, lines 21-32) and could 
be offset by following acid treatments with alkali treatments in a closely controlled manner. The 
result of Mitani et al's washing was a superior surface quality for magnetic recording substrates.
